ARCHAIC AND CLASSICAL GREEK COIN LITERATURE 

By Daniel L. Koppersmith 

I collect most everything. It is really sad when one goes to a grocery store 
and returns with a collection of food. Joel Malter recognized it—in himself, 
in me and in others. He called it a collector gene, or an affliction derived 
from the collecting bug. Douglas Saville is quintessentially English: he calls 
it “crazy!” George Kolbe is too kind to enter the fracas. I will not embarrass 
myself by describing it in Freudian terms! But whether the nature or nur¬ 
ture argument prevails, it is a serious malady. However, some very important 
benefits accrue from the art of collecting. The BCD auction catalogs are an 
ample, if not outstanding, testament. Collectors not only amuse themselves, 
but they amass and compile data for the rest of mankind. I hope my library 
will illuminate the way for other collectors of Archaic and Classical Greek 
Coin Literature. 

My library has been carefully and thoughtfully assembled over the past 
fifteen years. In my opinion, it contains all the important references for 
Archaic and Classical Greek Coins, including every Sylloge Nummorum Graecorum produced to recent date. Condition is gener¬ 
ally exceptional, as worn copies have been replaced. Most of the books are bound, as described in the catalog. The library was much 
larger, but less important works were removed, leaving an extremely important, concise core—if over one hundred feet of literature 
can be described as concise. In my opinion, the auction catalogs are all the essential ones for Archaic and Classical Greek Coins, again 
with less important catalogs culled to minimize space. I wrote an article published in The Celator to this end (Volume 21, Number 5, 
May 2007), which is reproduced later in the catalog through the kindness of the Publisher/Editor, Kerry K. Wetterstrom. 

Even the most casual reader will notice some books which do not directly pertain to Archaic and Classical Greek Coins, such 
as Lot 1, the Adelson treatise on The American Numismatic Society. There are also a dozen festschrifts, of varying importance, but 
certainly much more important than the other thirty-odd ones I did not include in this library. One will notice that I prefer loose 
plates to those bound within a text volume, which more easily allows for study and comparison of plates from the same or different 
works. There are a few books from which I chose to not part, such as Georges Le Rider’s own copy of his monumental work on Crete: 
Monnaies Cretoises du Ve au Ier Siecle av. J.-C., an autographed copy of Colin M. Kraay’s pamphlet. Coins of Ancient Athens, and a 
worn G. Kenneth Jenkins’ Ancient Greek Coins. Three new important books are also excluded: Katerini Liampi’s Argilos: A Historical 
and Numismatic Study, Kenneth A. Sheedy’s The Archaic and Early Classical Coinages of the Cyclades, and Starvi Topalov’s Apollonia 
Pontica: Contribution to the Study of the Coin Minting of the City, 6th - 1st c. B.C. —the last of which was received days before this 
auction catalogue is scheduled to go to press! 

And finally, one small monograph on my favorite collecting area, the earliest coins of all, electrum from Asia Minor, is ex¬ 
cluded as I have only seen one copy, mine, from the Georges Le Rider library: Novella Vismara’s Monetazione Arcaica in Elettro 
delVAsia Minore. 

While the Sylloge Nummorum Graecorum is complete to recent date, not all are important for Archaic and Classical Greek 
Coins. Some do not even depict a single Archaic or Classical Greek coin. In my opinion, the SNGs which are most important for 
Archaic and Classical Greek Coins are few in number: SNG Copenhagen; SNG Munchen; SNG France, especially Parts 1 and 6; SNG 
Great Britain, especially Volumes I through VI; and, SNG American Numismatic Society. Other SNGs which contain reasonable 
numbers of Archaic and Classical Greek Coins are: SNG Dreer; SNG Aarhus; SNG von Aulock; SNG Tubingen; SNG Finland; SNG 
Evelpidis; SNG Alpha Bank; SNG Christomanos; SNG Sweden I; SNG Sweden II; SNG Switzerland I; SNG Turkey; and SNG Berry. 

The SNGs are listed in alphabetical order by country, which allows for continuity within a series and easier recognition by all. 
A little known fact is that SNG Copenhagen was slated to be Volume V in the Great Britain series, but the German occupation of 
Denmark prevented its issue under the auspices of the British Academy. Hence, the SNG fascicules were subsequently identified by 
country of location, a precedent followed here. 

Some important articles on Archaic and Classical Greek Coins have been published in journals, periodicals, festschrifts, and odd 
references, including unavailable doctoral theses. I include some in this library as offprints, but have largely excluded them as the line 
had to be drawn somewhere. I extend my sincere apologies to these authors whose important contributions are seemingly ignored. 
Exhaustive bibliographies are available in many of the volumes in this library which will direct the reader to these more obscure writ¬ 
ings. For example, the more recent SNGs, the BCD Collection auction catalogs, and the more recent catalogs of larger auction firms 
contain very good bibliographies. I have also excluded works which depict few Archaic and Classical Greek Coins, even if the text is 
important. This decision is related to space—every library, even that of Basil Demetriadi in Athens, has spatial boundaries! 
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Periodicals in my library are very valuable to the bibliophile, and all five present here are entirely complete. The Asylum, of the 
Numismatic Bibliomania Society, has been the mouthpiece for bibliophiles of all numismatic interests since its inception in 1980. 
The Celator has striven to be the Journal for Ancient and Medieval Coinage for twenty-one years. The Nomismatika Khronika, of the 
Hellenic Numismatic Society, has served Ancient Greek coin aficionados since 1972. But the most important and certainly longest 
running publication for Archaic and Classical Greek Coins is the Numismatic Chronicle, first published in 1838. The first photo¬ 
graphic plate appeared in the year 1866. The second was not until 1873, but since 1889 a plethora of photographic material has been 
available. And lastly, Numismatic Literature, of the American Numismatic Society, has kept us informed of the latest numismatic 
literature since 1947. 

The auction catalog section of this library deserves special comments, aside from The Celator article cited above. I once owned 
hundreds of linear feet of catalogs. It was an imposing task to acquire, organize and store them. That burden forced me to recycle the 
least important and then sell the less important catalogs. Now, I will sell the creme de la creme. 

As the BCD Collection comprises the best, the largest and the most researched collection of specific areas of Ancient Greek Coins 
ever documented, it is absolutely necessary that I highlight these catalogs, which actually comprise a work in progress. In chrono¬ 
logical order, the first six are as follows: (I) Miinzen von Korinth, Numismatik Lanz Munzen, Auktion 105, 26 November 2001; (II) 
Munzen von Euboia, Numismatik Lanz Miinchen, Auktion 111, 25 November 2002; (III) Coins of Olympia, Leu Numismatics, 
Auction Leu 90, 10 May 2004; (IV) Coinage of Boiotia, Classical Numismatic Group, Auction Triton IX, 10 January 2006; (V) 
Coins of Peloponnesos, LHS Numismatics, Auction LHS 96, 8-9 May 2006; and, (VI) Antike Griechische Munzen: Akarnanien und 
Aetolien, Munzen 8c Medaillen, Auktion 23,18 Oktober 2007. Fortunately, I have at least four copies of each catalog! 

I will now report on exceptions in this sale from my article in The Celator. I am keeping my Antiqua and Harlan J. Berk catalogs 
because they contain many antiquities. I am keeping Ciani 8c Vinchon because of its association with Jean Vinchon and his catalogs, 
which contain many antiquities. Fortunately, I have a duplicate set of Ars Classica and Classical Numismatic Group to keep. I am 
keeping Gemini because of its association with Harlan J. Berk. I am keeping Numismatica Ars Classica because it is an excellent series 
(written in English). And I am keeping the two Schlessinger catalogs. Lastly, there are a few scattered catalogs which I am keeping for 
personal reasons: (1) the Kunstfreund sale of Bank Leu and Munzen und Medaillen as a modern masterpiece; (2-3) Jacob Hirsch’s 
Rhousopoulos Collection (XIII), inscribed to me by Basil Demetriadi, and Weber Collection (XXI), a gem from Douglas Saville; (4) 
the Ratto sale of April 4,1927; (5) the Sambon 8c Canessa sale of June 27,1927; (6) the Benson Collection sold by Sotheby, Wilkinson 
8c Hodge in 1909; and, (7-8) the Hunt and Athena Collections sold by Sotheby in the early 1990s, also modern masterpieces. These 
catalogs belong in everyone’s library. 

Lastly, my library contains many auction catalogs devoted solely to Numismatic Literature. In fact, a Lot certain to fetch a high 
bid in the sale will be none other than the one containing a complete set of specially bound catalogs from the cataloger of this sale, 
George Frederick Kolbe. Kolbe’s catalogs, numbering over one hundred in over thirty years of auctions, are the most important refer¬ 
ence for Numismatic Literature ever compiled, including Ancient Greek, Roman, Medieval, Byzantine, American, British and World 
Coins. In fact, my initial Want List was derived from a careful reading of Kolbe’s catalogs followed by a viewing of the items in the 
Library of Basil Demetriadi. If it is not in Kolbe, it either does not exist or it is a single copy somewhere! 

Parting is such sweet sorrow. But this is not a complete parting, as is evident. My interests in Archaic and Classical Greek Coins 
continue. I still have projects. Pursuit of this collection has provided me with immense pleasure and thousands of hours of study. 
My patient wife, Ginger, will attest to these claims. I thank you. Ginger, for allowing me this pursuit with only the occasional 
complaint! 

I have also made good friends along the way, despite my isolative existence. My interest in the 
Ancient Greeks dates to childhood, with the origins neither really known nor understood. Joel Maker 
introduced me to the accessible world of Greek Coins in the early 1990s. He was an inveterate collector, 
a hindrance for a dealer. The quest for knowledge, that is books, led me to George Kolbe, who has been 
the most scrupulous businessman I have ever met. He has also been the best source of knowledge, as 
indicated above. Then I met Douglas Saville, the European counterpart, actually predecessor, to George. 

He has provided me with polished gems, also known as fabulous books. Lastly, I met Basil Demetriadi, 
through an Internet posting. He let me have some of his duplicates at that time, two of which I part 
with here, but others, never. Except for Joel Maker, who sadly passed the night between sale dates of his 
numismatic library in 2006, George, Douglas and Basil remain very good friends. I thank all of them 
for their untiring help in the formation of my library, and for their friendship over the miles and years. 

Each book carries with it knowledge and history--enjoy it as much as I have during my moment of

Complete sets of The Asylum are becoming scarce. As few as 300 copies of some 
issues were printed, and several early numbers have long been out of print. The 
set at hand, in fact, originally included a photocopy of the Volume I, Numbers 2 
8 c 3 issue, since replaced with an original issue from the stock of the cataloguer. 
The “First Proof” of the twenty-fifth anniversary issue present here features a 
different cover design than that employed in the published edition (the book il¬ 
lustrations on the covers are arranged differently and “bleed” to the page edges). 
The corrections indicated in ink were also incorporated into the published ver¬ 
sion. Only a few examples were distributed for review before it was rejected, due 
not only to typographical errors but also because the covers were poorly printed, 
as evidenced by the “scuffing” found on this copy. The “special hardcover edi¬ 
tion” of The Asylum offered here features a limitation leaf at the end, naming 
the recipients and noting that it was “limited to thirty-one copies.” Only those

CATALOGS OFFERING ARCHAIC 
AND CLASSICAL GREEK COINS

There are literally thousands of auction catalogs offering 
Archaic and Classical Greek Coins, but there is no guide to in¬ 
form the numismatic scholar or collector as to which of these 
catalogs would be a worthwhile addition to an excellent work¬ 


ing library. This article is an attempt to rectify this situation, but 
only as far as Archaic and Classical Greek Coins are concerned, 
that is, Greek Coins from their origins down to the accession of 
Alexander the Great in 336 B. C. The term, “important auction 
catalogs,” refers to auction catalogs which contain excellent pho¬ 
tographic plates. Scholarly attributions of the depicted coins are 
also important, but incorrect attributions can be easily modified 
through the study of excellent photographic plates. 

An inherent error in a listing of this type is the author’s own 
views. Certainly there are auction catalogs depicting outstand¬ 
ing, if not even unique, Ancient Greek Coins which have been 
excluded here. This listing is intended to include the combina¬ 
tion of quantity and quality, in the author’s opinion, such that 
the total number of recommended auction catalogs is minimal, 
albeit still beyond the scope of the average collector’s library. 
Auction houses are rated from one to four stars, with four stars 
being the most important. It must be stressed again that many 
will disagree with these opinions. There are many auction houses 
left unmentioned, such as Gerhard Hirsch, Maker, and Stack’s 
to name three. These firms offer too few Archaic and Classical 
Greek coins to make acquisition of their very long series worth¬ 
while, in the author’s opinion. The author accepts full respon¬ 
sibility for errors and omissions, and apologizes in advance for 
such. Correspondence and criticism are invited. 

The author is indebted to Basil Demetriadi of Athens, Greece, 
who offered knowledgeable assistance as well as access to his es¬ 
sentially complete library of auction catalogs covering all ancient 
coins. George Kolbe of Crestline, California, and Douglas Saville 
of Reading, England, were extremely helpful in the procurement 
of the auction catalogs identified herein. These three individu¬ 
als may be part of an uncommon hobby, but they are giants of 
gentlemen in the entire world. 

* ANTIQUA. This is an ongoing series of fifteen catalogs begun in 
1994 illustrating about eight hundred select coins. 

****ARS CLASSICA (Formerly Naville & Cie.). This extremely 
well-produced series of twelve catalogs (1,4-7,10,12-17) was is¬ 
sued between 1921 and 1934. A staggering twenty thousand coins 
are magnificently illustrated. 

**BANK LEU 8c MUNZEN UND MF.DAILLEN. These two emi¬ 
nent auction houses collaborated for two important sales, the 
lesser of which was the Niggeler Collection with about five hun¬ 
dred fifty illustrated coins (3-4 December 1965). The“Sammlung 
eines Kunstfreundes” (Gillet Collection, 28 May 1974) catalog il¬ 
lustrates about two hundred fifty coins of the highest quality and 
rarity. 

*BARANOWSKY. The Traverso Collection was auctioned on 25 
February 1931 and illustrates almost eight hundred coins. 

****BERK. This long series of Buy or Bid Sales is important for 
its quantity (more than ten thousand) and quality of well-illus¬ 
trated and attributed coins. Sale 45, 21 October 1986, is the first 
such sale printed on quality paper; this series is ongoing with the 
most recent being Sale 153 which closed on 13 March 2007. 
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■"BOURGEY. The important Chandon Collection was auctioned 
on 17-19 June 1959 and illustrates almost six hundred coins. 

**CAHN. The highly important Walcher de Molthein Collection 
was the pinnacle sale for Cahn, spanning 25 February through 2 
March 1901 and illustrating over thirty-three hundred coins. 

*CIANI & VINCHON. The Hindamian Collection was auctioned 
on 6-8 February 1956 and illustrates about seven hundred coins. 

*’"’"■"CLASSICAL NUMISMATIC GROUP (CNG) (Formerly 
Classical Numismatic Auctions). This long series of seventy-four 
numbered auctions since 1987 is important for quantity (more 
than twenty thousand) and quality of well-illustrated and attrib¬ 
uted coins. 

**EGGER. Egger produced photographically illustrated catalogs 
from 1899 through 1914 (7, 17, 18, 20, 23, 39, 40, 41, 45, 46). 
Although less than half of the coins are illustrated, this series is 
still important, especially the last four auctions which illustrate 
more than twenty-seven hundred coins. 

"FEUARDENT FRERES. The Collignon Collection was auc¬ 
tioned on 17-19 December 1919 and illustrates about four hun¬ 
dred fifty coins. 

**FREEMAN 8c SEAR. Fourteen auction catalogs and thirteen 
fixed price lists since 1994 illustrate several thousand coins with 
excellent attributions. 

**GEMINI. This collaboration of Berk and Freeman 8c Sear has 
produced three quality yearly catalogs since 2005 illustrating over 
one thousand coins. 

**GLENDINING. Although this London firm has offered coins 
for auction for decades, only the Lockett Collection is of indi¬ 
vidual importance. It consisted of four parts with almost three 
thousand illustrated coins (25-28 October 1955, 12-13 February 
1958,27-28 May 1959 and 21-23 February 1961). 

■"HAMBURGER. Of three generations of numismatic auction 
houses, only the “Hervorragende Sammlung” auctioned on 3-4 
April 1933 is of importance, with about eight hundred fifty il¬ 
lustrated coins. 

***HAUCK8cAUFHAUSER (Formerly Bankhaus H. Aufhauser). 
This ongoing series of nineteen catalogs issued since 1984 illus¬ 
trates thousands of coins. 

"HELBING. The 8 November 1928 auction is important with al¬ 
most one thousand illustrated coins. 

■"HESS. This is another firm with many auctions, but only one of 
real importance, the Nitsch Collection on 3 April 1939 with over 
seven hundred illustrated coins. 


***ADOLPH HESS AND BANK LEU. These two auction houses 
collaborated in a very important series of auctions from 1954 
until 1971 (1,2,3,7,9,11,16,19,22,24,28,31,36,45,49), which 
contained over forty-five hundred illustrated coins. 

’"’"’"JACOB HIRSCH. This very important firm had twenty-three 
sales (5-8, 11-21, 25, 26, 29-34) illustrating over nine thousand 
coins, with three of the sales being particularly important: the 
Rhousopoulos Collection, 13: 15-16 May 1905 (about sixteen 
hundred illustrated coins); the Weber Collection, 21: 13-14

This series of 
twenty catalogs since 1997 illustrates more than five thousand 
coins. 

"MONZSAMMLUNG BASEL. Three auctions are of importance, 
as they illustrate about fifteen hundred coins: 4: 1 October 1935; 
8 : 22-23 March 1937; and 10: 15-16 March 1938. 

""NEW YORK SALE. Baldwin’s of London, M 8c M Numismatics 
of Washington, and (Vecchi of London, but more recently) 
Markov of New York have collaborated since 1998 in a series of 
nine auctions (1-5, 7, 9, 11,14) with several thousand illustrated 
coins. 

■"■"■"NUMISMATIC FINE ARTS. This premiere auction house 
issued thirty three numbered sales and four additional catalogs 
illustrating thousands of very high quality coins between 1974 
and 1994. 

"""NUMISMATICA ARS CLASSICA. This firm has produced 
about sixty catalogs (numbered, lettered and in collaboration) of 
very high quality illustrating many thousands of coins. 
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**RATTO. Ratto produced six very important catalogs with over 
forty three hundred illustrated coins: 26-27 April 1909; 13-14 
May 1912; 25-26 January 1926; 4-7 April 1927; 28-29 January 
1929; and 24 June 1929. 

*RIECHMANN. Auction 30, 11-12 December 1925, from the 
Staatlichen Munzkabinetts Berlin illustrates over eight hundred 
coins. 

*ROLLIN ET FEUARDENT. The 9-11 May 1910 auction illus¬ 
trates almost three hundred coins. 

*SAMBON. The auction of 14-16 March 1923 illustrates almost 
two hundred choice coins.

**SOTHEBY’S. The modern firm of Sotheby’s offers collections 
of the utmost importance from time to time. These include the 
Ward Collection of 4-5 April 1973 with over six hundred illus¬ 
trated coins; the four part Brand Collection of 9 June 1983, 1 
February 1984, 25-26 October 1984 and 24 October 1985 with 
over five hundred illustrated coins; the four part Hunt Collection 
of 19 June 1990, 21-22 June 1990, 4 December 1990 and 19- 
20 June 1991 with over thirteen hundred illustrated coins; and 
the two part Athena Collection of 26 October 1993 and 27-28 
October 1993 with almost eleven hundred illustrated coins. Two 
additional auctions of 5 July 1995 and 8 July 1996 illustrate al¬ 
most one hundred coins each. 


***TKALEC. Tkalec has issued fifteen excellent catalogs since 
1977 illustrating several thousand very high quality coins. 

***TRAD’ART (THE NUMISMATIC AUCTION). This firm pro¬ 
duced three auction catalogs in the early 1980’s (TNA) and five 
more in the early 1990’s (Trad’Art) which are of the finest quality 
available. About one thousand coins are superbly illustrated. 

The catalogs from this select listing of forty auction houses 
occupy about thirty linear feet of bookshelf space. If one has only 
five feet of space and only a few thousand dollars to spend on cat¬ 
alogs, the combination of Ars Classica and Classical Numismatic 
Group would be very adequate, as both very high quality coins 
and a large variety of coins are illustrated. Berk or Lanz Miinchen 
could be substituted for CNG with minimal loss of content. Of 
course, a complete Sylloge Nummorum Graecorum and British 
Museum Catalogue are taken for granted...

The coins in some 
of Mehl’s more important sales may have been owned or controlled by him and 
rarities on occasion apparently changed hands in less than conventional transac¬ 
tions. B. Max was not a numismatic scholar and, as John Adams notes,: “The lack 
of attention paid to numismatic issues was a serious flaw in all of Mehl’s auction 
catalogues. However, as unreliable as some of Mehl’s descriptions have proved 
to be, the plain fact is that, for over half a century he attracted a major share of 
the best collections that came to market. Beginning with Charles Cowell in 1911, 
and including a role call of such greats as H. O. Granberg, William Dunham and 
William Atwater, his consignors represent an important slice of numismatic his¬ 
tory. Exactly one quarter of the B. Max Mehl auctions draw a rating of A- or bet¬ 
ter...Thus, it is the importance of the consignments that makes the Mehl series 
a desired collectible. The strength of the material is enhanced by the charisma of 
the Mehl name, the two combining to create strong prices whenever these cata¬ 
logues come on the market.”

He was on particularly intimate terms with the 
large cent aristocracy—George Clapp, T. James Clarke, Carl Wurtzbach, Henry 
Hines and Howard Newcomb. Large cents are well represented in the Morgenthau 
sales, with Macallister’s friends serving both as active buyers and regular con¬ 
signors. In addition, Macallister handled many private transactions, serving as 
an all-purpose intermediary for those who chose to be one step removed from 
the commercial aspects of the hobby. According to Dr. Sheldon, the man knew 
his coppers and, moreover, was liked as well as trusted by those with whom he 
dealt. The Raymond-Macallister team authored no less than fifty-four (sic) auc¬ 
tion sales. Raymond secured most of the consignments; Macallister did most of 
the cataloguing. The content of the sales is quite good, with eight of the fifty- 
four (sic) receiving an A rating. Specialties found in particular abundance include 
large cents, early proofs and American gold, the latter being fostered in part by 
Roosevelt’s success in demonetization.” Included with sale 305 is a most interest¬ 
ing typewritten April 4, 1933 letter to Bill (Sunday?), signed in ink by James G 
Mac(allister) and reading in part: “Thanks for Money order for the lot of Cents. 
Can supply 1000 more Cents in a better grade of condition but probably not so 
wide a range of dates at the same price 54 each. Note your bids for the sale, and 
can give you a little unethical information about some of them. No. 85 will bring 
more than twice your top bid [similar comments on seven other lots follow).. .It 
is doubtful if any of the other bids will be successful, but the above are already 
bid up to about the prices indicated. Coins bring more money in New York than 
they do in Rochester... We dont (sic) issue priced catalogs, but Bluestone is going 
to attend the sale, and you can no doubt get the prices and names of buyers from 
him.” Sale 385 includes the carbon copy of a consignor’s December 14,1937 letter, 
reading in part: “I have your catalogue of Sale number 385 and it looks as though 
it contains some of my coins but not all of them.. .From the list I miss such items 
as 5 sets of Minor proof coins - 1936...Pine Tree shilling, some coppers and half 
cents and a number of other items.
